When the 1978 University of Colorado football team takes the field against 
C'regon in the season opener on September 9 at Folsom Field, the Buffs will have 
a new look on offense that Bill Mallory hopes will make his club once again a 
solid contender for the Big Eight title and a post-season bow! junket 

CU has gone to the Veer attack this fall, but still retains some of the 
traditional I-formation look that Mallory hos run for the last four seasons. It 
features o stronger running quarterback and more flexibility. It is hoped that 
it will mix the right ingredients for a banner campaign. 

Colorado, 7-3-1 last season after a blazing 5-0 start that had the Buffs 
ranked number three in the nation ofter the fifth week, must again get thot 
fast start, but in 1978 must save enough for the rugged stretch drive through 
the balanced Big Eight brotherhood, a period of three weeks that killed them 
last season. It ended with CU missing out on a post-season bow! bid for only the 
third time in the last nine seasons 

Mallory must replace three key players on offense, quarterback Jeff Knap- 
ple, center Leon White, and split end Steve Gaunty. On defense, he must find 
replacements for All-Big Eight performers like defensive end Randy Westendorf 
and back Odis McKinney, plus linebackers Tom Perry and Brian Cabral, a two- 
some that ranks as perhaps the best in Buff history. 

Knapple, the league’s leading passer with 1,203 yards last year, and 
Gaunty, a sprinter who was the deep receiving threct lost yeor, ran afoul of 
Mollory’s rules and departed for Northern Colorado, a Division !| school where 
they will play their final year. White, a third-round draft selection of the Los 
Angeles Rams, was perhaps the best center in the league last season, 
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So, as the fall camp opens the quarterback situation is a tight race between 
juniors Bill Solomon and Pete Cyphers. Solomon showed in the spring thot he 
con run well off the new-look offense, but Cyphers is perhaps the better passer. 
It will be an interesting pre-season, because the two came out of the spring with 
Solomon only a length ahead in the race. CU also has Tennessee transfer Joe 
Gasper and soph Larry Lillo pressing for playing time. 

The areo that needs improvement is the running game, where All-America 
candidate James Mayberry will lead the way from his fullback {or sometimes 
tailback) spot. The 5-11, 210-pounder from Amarillo bounced his way to 1,299 
yards and nine TDs last season, and big things are again expected from him. 
But with Knapple mainly o passer and tailback Mike Kozlowski hurting all year 
from collapsing lung problems, the running game was just Mayberry and nobody 
else. 

Mallory feels that situation has been rectified. Kozlowski, a 6-2, 190- 
pounder who was o JC transfer last year, seems to have fully recovered. He had 
a top-drawer spring, ond he wos pushed hard by fleet and explosive Eddie 
Walker, also a JC transfer last yeor but bothered by o knee injury and hord- 
shipped for another year of eligibility. Walker, the most adept CU back ot 
just plain accelerating with the football, appears ready to show the CU staff 
the stuff that it read about two years ago ot Antelope Valley (Colif.) College, the 
seme junior college that produced 1975-76 great Tony Reed. 

That's not all, because CU also got fine springs from backup fullback Jeff 
Hornberger and soph Eddie Ford. Both could see lots of playing time, especially 
Hornberger, a 6-2, 184-pound soph who started some as a frosh at tailback last 
year. 

You have to have a good offensive line to run the Veer, and CU feels it 
has a traditionally-strong Buff front wall, led by All-American hopeful Matt 
Miller, the 6-6, 275-pound tackle from Ourango who will be the best in the 
league at his position this fall. He has all the stuff to be one of the best in CU 
history. 

Joining Miller are returning starters like tackle Stan Brock (6-6, 253), and 
guard Dave Griffin (6-3, 243). Bruce Kirchner (6-3, 233) was a starting guard 
last year, but wos moved over to center in the spring to help out senior letter- 
man Mike Tope (6-0, 221), o smaller but tough pivot. The reason that CU 
could move Kirchner is 6-5, 257-pound soph guord Brant Thurston, a blue- 
chipper from Arvada West who moved right in lost spring and shoved everybody 
else out for a starting right guard spot. 

“We feel our offensive line has to get better,” Mallory says entering the 
fall of 1978. “We did not control the line of scrimmage the way we usually do 
in 1977 and I feel we have the horses . . . but they have to improve themselves, 
and I think they will. It’s important thot we get @ good effort from our line to 
make our offensive changes work.” 

The receiver corps is strongest at tight end, where junior Bob Niziolek 
reigns supreme, The 6-4, 210-pounder out of the tough Chicago Catholic League 
caught 29 passes for 416 yards lost fall. That‘s the most yards ever produced 
by a CU tight end in one season, and the rawbened youngster now will begin to 
battle for Ail-Big Eight honors and national acclaim. Big Greg Howard, a 6-6, 
225-pound junior from Castle Rock, will also play a lot in the two-tight end 
situations. Howard is good enough to stort at a lot of other schools and gives 
Colorado maybe the best 1-2 depth at this spot in fcotboll. 
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Colorado’s defense, which spent a lot of time on the field in 1977 because 
of an inconsistent offense and turnovers, will be a good one. It will be built 
around four key stars, All-Americon and Outland Trophy candidate Ruben 
Vaughon at tackle, middle guard Laval Short, end Stuart Walker, and the blue- 
ship Apache back Mark Hoynes. 

Vaughan (6-4, 256) is a vicious hitter and the strongest player in the CU 
program, lifting 480 pounds on the bench-press and having 4.8 speed. He is an 
imposing sight at his left tackle spot and will be the key man in stopping stuff 
up front. 

No less imposing is the 6-2, 262-pound Short, a junior who starts the season 
in the publicity shadow cast by Oklohomoa’s fine Reggie Kinlaw. But Short is an 
awesome footbell player, and he will bettle for All-Big Eight honors this year 
with Kinlaw, and maybe this is the seoson that the medio will sec just what this 
cat-quick and strong man (benches 475 pounds) can do. 

Walker, bothered by a bad shoulder in 1977, sat out the spring and ap- 
pears healthy once again. The Rockford, Illinois, senior is the quickest and most 
agile of CU’s defensive ends ond a gifted athlete who will be the key man in 
stopping outside thrusts against the Buffs’ 5-2 defense. 

Haynes, who had 82 tackles last year and has great speed, will be one of 
the best CU defensive backs in recent years, and he’s only a junior. The Kansas 
City, Kansas, native plays the all-important Apache spot in the Buff secondary, 
and he’s a dandy. He must shore up a good but thin secondary which will feature 
Notre Dame transfer Ronnie Cullins, junior Mike Davis, little Tim Roberts at 
safety, and fast Jesse Johnson. Depth behind the front five, however, is minimal. 

Ditto for depth problems at end, where Walker is the most experienced 
slayer. Letterman Phil Kettelson will probably get the call at the closed-side end, 
and backups like redshirt soph Rod Butler, junior Tom Cott, converted soph 
tight end Jim Donnelly, and soph George Kenion will have to mature fast to 
nelp. 

Mollory’s all-important lincbocking corps appears to have produced three 
front liners in 6-1, 213-pound junior letterman Brian McCabe, 6-0, 208-pound 
veteran senior Jeff Lee and junior Bill Roe (6-4, 225), who won a letter last year 
as a backup. Lee should heve o banner year, and the senior from Snohomish, 
Washington, could surprise a lot of fans with his speed and quickness. 

“They won't be as big os we'd like, but ! think these guys will give us the 
kind of linebacking we need in this defense,”’ says Mallory. ‘‘They ore smart, 
they hit you, and they have good quickness. | also think thet Stan Browder 
(239-pound Cincinnati soph) will help us in time.” 

CU also has some quality depth at defensive tackles to go with the heralded 
Vaughon, Folks like senior Dan Kennelly (6-4, 230), junior George Visger (6-4, 
248), and senior Mike Hagan (6-4, 242) each had starting experience last sea- 
son and will be in the thick of it again. There’s also a good-looking soph on 
hand in the person of 6-4, 238-pound Dave Davis of Kirkwood, Missouri, who 
had o great spring and could press for starting duty, though he opens the fall 
in back of Vaughan at left tackle, 

Colorado opens with five straight games at home, and mects top league 
contenders Oklahoma, Nebroske, and lowa State at the friendly confines of 
Folsom Field. The Buffs can gain carly momentum, but they must avoid critical 
injurics and offensive lapses if they are to seriously challenge for the title and 
a rcturn to post-season bow! status in 1978. The tools are there.

FREDERICK FOLSOM FIELD—HOME OF THE BUFFS 


Frederick Folsom Field, built in 1924 and dedicated with a 39-0 CU win 
over Regis College on Oct. 11 of that year, is the home of the Buffaloes. It's 
named for the head coach of the Buffs for 15 years during a period ranging 
from 1895-1915 and had an original seating capacity of 30,000 

A 15,000-seat addition was added in 1956 along with an upper deck. 
Some 6,000 more seats were adde in 1967 when the running track was rermoved 
and the plush team dressing facility constructed at the north end. The gigantic 
pressbox facility was added for the start of the 1968 season and also serves as 
home for CU’s Flatirons Club, made up of boosters who financially hypo the 
athletic program with donations. 

Current seating capacity is 52,005 after a complete summer 1976 ren- 
ovation,

At the rate he’s going, it won't take Bill Mallory long to see his name 
be @ household word in college football circles. The young man from West 
‘Virginia has certainly shown Colorado football fans that he knows what he’s 
doing. 

Mallory took Colorado to its first piece of a Big Eight football title since 
1961 in 1976 and its first trip to a ‘’major’’ bowl since that same 1961 team 
played in the Orange Bowl against LSU, The 43-year old Buff head coach did 
it in just three seasons, after taking over from Eddie Crowder in 1974. 

In the three seasons since Mallory and his staff came to Colorado, the Buffs 
have won 29 of 45 games, shared the Big Eight title in 1976, played in two 
howl games, and have had 28 players drafted by the NFL. His CU stint has 
upped his career coaching record to a gaudy 68-28-1, good for a winning per- 
centage of .716, one of the tops among active coaches in the NCAA. 

But success is nothing new to the hard-working Mallory, who was a foot- 
ball standout himself from 1955-57 at Miami of Ohio under both John Pont and 
Ara Parseghian as an end for the Redskins. Miami has been dubbed the 

Cradle of Coaches” for the number cf coaching greats that it has turned out, 
such os Paul Brown, Paul Dietzel, Ara Parseghian, Sid Gillman, Weeb Ewbonk, 
Woody Hayes, Bo Schembechler ond Mallory himself 

Mallory coached only one high school team, and that was a 9-0. East 
Polestine (Ohio) the year after he graduated from Miami. From that point, it 
Was On to assistantship at Bowling Green, Yale and Ohio State ahead of the 
head job at Miami beginning in 1969. 

He coached the defensive line for Hayes at Ohio State from 1966-68, and 
it was there that Mallory put the finishing touches on the work that would Icad 
him into the head coaching ranks and eventually to Colorado, where he actual- 
ly turned down the job offered by Eddie Crowder in January of 1974, then 
changed his mind and took it. 

His Miami of Ohio teams were 39-12-0 in five seasons, capped by a superb 

1-0 campaign in 1973 that also included a whipping of Florida in the Tanger- 
ine Bowl, That ‘73 Redskin team led the nation in total defense, allowing just 

77.4 yards per game and only 77.0 rushing yards per tilt. 

Defense is the foundation cf a Mallory football program, and his Miami 
teams consistently were in the nation’s elite in that category. He hes taken 
Colorado's defense and worked it into o solid unit that has improved each year 
cind could be the finest in Boulder in a decade in 1977 

Everywhere he has been, Mallory has been associated with success. He has 
been around only two losing teams in his life as a ployer or coach, a 4-5 Ohio 
State team in 1966 and a 5-6 Colorado team in 1975 in his first season... 
end only an upsct by Kansas State in the season finale prevented him from 
coming in a winner at CU that year. 

Mallory has borrowed one major item from the Woody Hayes book, and 
tnat is HARD WORK, Nobody will outwork Mallory or his staff, even if it 
takes 24 hours a day all season. Intensity is his trademark, and its reward 
is a sound program, @ winning tradition, and sound players who become success- 
ful both on and off the field of play. 
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ON A SOLID DEFENSE: 


"You start with defense—good defense and an emphasis on the kicking game. 
If | can go into a season knowing I'll have a good defense, | know we'll have 
2 Winning season.: Our offense is important, too, but defense has to come 
first. So we really emphasize the defense. If you have the defense, then the 
difference between a good team and a Big Eight championship team is offense.”

Dal Ward's Buffs got first half touchdowns by John Bayuk, Howard Cook 
and Boyd Dowler to take the seemingly safe halftime lead. But Frank Howard's 
Tigers roared back to go ahead by 21-20 with 11:12 left in the qame on a 
nine-yard run by fullback Bob Spooner. 

But the Buffs sucked it up and drove 53 yards for the winning score after 
a Clemson onsides kick attempt following the TD had failed, Eddie Dove carried 
four times and Bayuk three in the drive, with Bayuk getting the TD from the 
one-yard line with 7:13 left to play. Ellwin Indorf‘s kick gave CU its final 
winning margin. But it still took a pass interception at the Colorado 17-yard

The Winning Touchdown 


MIAMI (Jan. 1, 1962)—Jittery Colorado was outclassed by LSU's smooth 
football hordes, and the Buffs lost a 25-7 decision in the 28th Orange Bowl 
Classic before 62,391 onlookers. 

Coach Paul Dietzel’s SEC Champions spotted Colorado on early 7-5 lead 
on Buff defender Loren Schweninger’s 59-yard pass interception return for a 
score, then methodically dismantled the Big Seven Champions 

LSU took the lead for good in the second period, marching 82 yards for 
the score with Chuck Crawford going in from the one with 8:57 left in the 
first half to give the Tigers an 11-7 halftime margin. 

The Tigers scored twice in the third period to put the game away quickly, 
going 43 yards after a poor Charlie McBride punt and blocking another McBride 
punt for a touchdown just as the third quarter ended. 

Sonny Grandelius’ Buffs managed cnly 128 yards in total offense against 
the LSU “Chinese Bandit’’ defense, while the Tigers got 315 yards. CU had 
come into the game with a 9-1 mark, losing to Utah and winning all six in the 
league.

HOUSTON (Dec. 23, 1967) — Soph quarterback Bobby Anderson, who 
almost overslept and did miss the team bus to the game, ignored a painful 
ankle problem and ignited Colorado's 31-21 Bluebonnet Bow! win over Miami 
of Florida in Rice Stadium 

The 19-year-old Boulder-bred signal caller led the Buffs on an 80-yard 
TD morch in the third period to give the Herd a 17-14 lead. Then, after the 
Hurricanes had gone back into the lead again, Anderson sped 38 yards for o 
touchdown with 6:55 left in the game to put CU back ahead by 24-21, Ander- 
son then tock the Buffs 34 yards for another score with 1:02 to play after 
Isaac Howard had picked off a Miami pass at the Hurricane 34-yard line. 

Anderson was the complete player in winning game MVP honors, running 
for 108 yards on 17 carries, scoring two touchdowns on runs of 38 and 2 
yards, and passing for 49 yards on 5 of 10 attempts. Oddly, Anderson did not 
start the game, giving way to fleet Dan Kelly because of his bothersome ankle. 
Bobby entered the game in the second period with Miami chead, 14-7. 

Miami quorterbocks Bill Miller and David Olivo dealt the Buffs fits until 
the fateful fourth period, hitting a combined 10 of 28 passes for the evening, 
Miami defensive end Ted Hendricks was voted the game’s Outstanding Lineman 
ofter racking up 16 tackles in the game 

It was the first bowl-game appearance for Colorado since the 1962 Orange 
Bowl and it showed that Colorado was back in the national limeligght under Eddie 
Crowder after 2-8 seasons in 1962, 1963 and 1964. CU recorded a 9-2-0 
campaign with the win

CU had come into the game only 6-4, but had upset powers Penn State 
and Sugar Bowl-bound Air Force during the season. 

CU got only a 33-yard field goal from Dave Haney and managed only 175 
yards in total offense after leading the Big Eight with a per-game average of 
almost 425 yards during the season. 

Tulane’s David Abercrombie returned a second half kickoff 66-yar 
scored himself on runs of two ond four yards to cap drives that broke a 3-3 
halftime tie and send Tulane to its win over the Buffaloes. Linebacker Rick 
Kingrea set up the second tally with a 44-yard intereception return off Arendt 
in the final period,

HOUSTON (Dec, 31, 1971)—Colorado sophomore tailback Charlie Davis 
returned to his hometown and ripped host Houston for a whopping 202 yards 
on 37 carries as the Buffs whipped the Cougars, 29-17, in the 13th Astro- 
Bulebonnet Bow! Classic at the AstroDome. 

The scintillating soph from nearby West Columbia scored twice and was 
a one-man show in the first half. CU took a 23-14 lead into the dressing rooms 
thanks to a 27-yard run by Davis, a TD pass of five yards from Ken Johnson to 
sag Brunson, a 32-yard field goal by walkon J.B. Dean, and another TD run 
y Davis. 

Houston, behind the running of Robert Newhouse, roared back to narrow 
the margin to 23-17 with 2:16 left in the third quarter as Mike Terrell kicked 
a 29-yard field goal. Newhouse, who lost out to Davis for the game’s MVP 
Award, had 168 yards on 35 carries and also scored twice. 

Safety John Stearns was a Colorado hero in the fourth period, running 
with his faked punt from him own ten to his 22 for a crucial first down after 
Houston had turned the momentum around and narrowed the margin to just 
a touchdown on the Terrell field goal. Stearns then knocked down a sure TD 
pass on fourth down and the Cougs at the CU nine. The Buffs turned that one 
e@round and marched for the clinching tally i =a" left in the game.

JACKSONVILLE (Dec. 30, 1972)—Underdog Auburn, an 11-point dog 
to Colorado, took command in the second period and went on to bury the Buffs, 
24-3, in the 28th Gator Bow! Classic before 71,114 fans. 

It was 17-0 in favor of the Tigers before CU finally got on the board with 
just 7:31 left in the game on a Freddie Lima field goal. Auburn shut off the 
fearsome Colorado rushing attack with just 63 yards in 29 attempts and forced 
Buff quarterback Ken Johnson to the air. 

Auburn, sixth-ranked in the nation, took it to Colorado by capitalizing on 
two CU fumbles and two pass thefts. Johnson, who hed directed Colorado to 
an 8-3 season coming into the game, hit on 17 of 29 passes for 169 yards, but 
the Buff running game was shut down 

Garner Jett’s 27-yard field goal and a fumble recovery at the Colorado 16- 
yard line a minute later led to the 10-0 halftime lead for Auburn. Then, in 
the second half, wingback Mike Fuller hit tight end Rob Spivey with a 22-yard 
TD pass and holder Dave Beck threw a 16-yard TD pass off a fake field goal 
to Dan Nugent to ice the win.

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HOUSTON (Dec. 27, 1975) — Colorado’s stampeding Buffs rolled up a 
commanding 21-7 halftime lead over staggering Texas, then kicked it away 
in the second half as the inspired Longhorns rolled to a 38-21 in the 17th 
Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl in the Houston AstroDome before 52,748. 

In the first half, Colorado rolled up a commanding 16-5 edge in first 
downs, an edge of 225-89 in total yards, and a 48-20 edge in plays to go 
ahead 21-7. CU fullback Terry Kunz scored on a one-yard dive with 2:29 left 
in the first period, quarterback David Williams threw a four-yard TD pass to 
Dave Logan with 12:42 left in the second period, then added a 25-yard scoring 
aerial to huge end Don Hasselbeck with 0:24 left to play to make the 21-7 
margin. 

But Kunz opened the second half with a costly fumble at the Buff 34 and 
Texas halfback Jimmy Walker scored eight plays later to make it 21-13, UT 
end Tim Campbell blocked a CU punt a minute later and roared 25 yards for 
the TD. A two-point conversion pass from quarterback Marty Akins to fullback 
Earl Campbell tied the game at 21-21 with 10:56 left in the third quarter. 

Texas kicker Russell Erxleben booted a record 55-yard field goal with 
6:25 left in the third period to give the Longhorns a 24-21 lead and they 
were off to the races against the sagging Buffs, whose offense went dead, Fleet 
Johnny Jones swept end with 3:15 left in the third period to score and give the 
Horns a 31-21 lead that stood up.

MIAMI (Gan. 1, 1977) — Colorado returned to the Orange Bow! as Big 
Eight co-champions for the first time since 1961, but Ohio State’s defense and 
an injury to CU middle guard Charlie Johnson in the first half killed CU’s hope 
ina 27-10 Buckeye win before 65,537, 

Colorado opened with a bang, getting ahead 10-0 in the first period on 
a 26-yard field goal by Mark Zetterberg with 5:56 elapsed, then a touchdown 
pass of 11 yards from soph quarterback Jeff Knapple to wingback Emery Moore- 
head with 3:43 left. 

But Johnson went down with a broken ankle, and Ohio State coach Woody 
Hayes substituted fleet Rod Gerald at quarterback for the often-sacked Tom 
Pacenta and the Buckeye offense came alive in the second period. 

OSU tailback Jeff Logan rambled for a 36-yard touchdown up the middle 
as the first period came to an end, then the Bucks tied it on a 28-yard field 
goal by Tom Skladany with 9:29 left in the half. 

Ohio State put on a 99-yard drive capped by fullback Pete Johnson‘s three- 
yard run with 0:20 left in the half to take a 17-10 lead which stood up until 
Skladany added another 20-yard field goal with 2:30 left in the third quarter to 
make it 20-10 in favor of OSU. 

The Buffs could not do anything offensively in the second half, and a 
pass interception at the Colorado 28 with 3:08 left led to the final Ohio Sate 
touchdown and the winning margin of 27-10.

The most famous athlete in Colorado University 
history has to be Byron ‘‘Whizzer’’ White, CU's first 

e < All-American, who still holds several Colorado records. 

In 1937 he led the Buffs to an 8-0 season and a trip 

to the Cotton Bowl against Rice. CU lost, 28-14, 
- . but White scored twice and had a great day on de- 
fense, too. After the game, he was named to the 
All-American team and finished second in the Heis- 
mon Trophy balloting. 

It was not only on the gridiron and on the bas- 
ketball floor that White earned acclaim. In addition 
to being a tremendous athlete who won nine major 
letters, earned All-American honors, and led the 
nation in rushing and scoring with 1,121 yards and 
122 points in the 1937 season, he was a scholar of 
such note that only All-American Joe Romig (1960- 
61) has come close to his feats at CU. 

White was a Phi Beta Kappa and president of 
the student body; he graduated with 180 sours of A 
ond 6 hours of B in his classroom work. For his ex- 
cellence in the classroom, he was awarded a Rhodes 
Scholarship to Oxford University in England. 

Before enrolling at Oxford, White played one 
season of professional football with the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. He came into the NFL as the most pub- 
licized collegian of his day after his Colorado career. 

In his rookie season with the Steelers in 1938, White led the NFL in 
rushing and was named to the league all-star team. He went to Oxford in 
1939, then returned to the league—this time with Detroit—and again led 
the NFL in rushing and earned all-star honors with the Lions in 1940. By 
then he was attending Yale Low School in the off-season, 

During World War Il, he was a naval intelligence officer in the South 
Pacific and was awarded the Bronze Star for bravery. After the wor, he re- 
turned to Yale and graduated tops in his class in 1946. For a time he worked 
for Supreme Court Justice Fred Vinson before returning to Denver to practice 
law. 

In 1960, he became actively involved in the presidential campaign of 
his friend, John F. Kennedy, whom he had met while at Oxford when Kennedy’s 
father was the United States ambassador to England. Following Kennedy’s 
election, White was named a deputy U.S. Attorney General. His career reached 
Sahay in 1962 when he was appointed a Justice of the United States Supreme 

ourt. 

Justice White has been named to the National Football Foundation Hall 
of Fame and was the winner of the Foundation’s Gold Medal as well. The 
Wellington, Colorado, native also earned the NCAA‘s Theodore Roosevelt 
Award in 1968, given annually as that group’s highest award to an American 
college athlete who has distinguished himself in all walks of life. 

White’s name is a legend at Colorado and his examples have inspired 
many Buff athletes to great achievement on the field and in the classroom. 
In his honor, the school’s athletic training table and academic study rooms 
in Farrand Hall have been named the Byron White Rooms, and his jersey, 
number 24, hangs in retirement in its trophy case.

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The man who took Colorado’s sagging football fortunes in 1962 and 
directed them to the upper reaches of national gridiron prestige now heads up 
its total athletic program as Director of Athletics, a title he has held along 
with the football leadership since 1965. 

Eddie Crowder left coaching in 1973 as 
CU’s head football coach after eleven seasons 
with a career record of 67-49-2, five bowl ap- 
pearances in his last six seasons, and a flourishing 
and healthy grid program that he then turned over 
to Bill Mallory, the young man he personally 
selected to succeed him. 


Crowder, who graduated from Oklahoma in 
1955 and won All-America quarterback honors 
for the Sooners in 1952, is the man who made 
Colorado one of the household words in collegiate 
football in the 1970s. 


His 1971 team ended with a third-place na- 
tional ranking and a 10-2 record, the best ever 
for a CU grid machine in the polls. His eleven 
seasons were highlighted by consistent and pro- 
ductive offensive units that annually were among 
the nation’s leaders, 

Crowder’s victims on the field included Oklahoma, Nebraska, Penn State, 
Alabama, Houston, Ohio State, Indiana, Wisconsin, LSU, and many of the 
nation’s other top football machines in addition to the other Big Eight foes, 
Colorado football had never enjoyed the kind of heady success before that 
it attained under Crowder’s masterful direction. 

His programs produced 9 All-Americans, 33 All-Big Eight selections, 
a host of individuals who played in prestigious all-star games, five Academic 
All-Americans, and 37 NFL draft choices in eleven seasons, making CU a 
top pro football talent producer. 


His record as athletic director is equally significant. Since 1965 when 
he was appointed as AD, CU's facilities have been expanded to become os 
totally fine as any in the nation. Construction has begun on the beautiful new 
Events/Conference Center that will seat some 12,000 for basketball. 

CU's football program has now produced several seasons of near-sellout 
status for Folsom Field games, and some 30,000 public season tickets have 
again been sold. 


Eddie grew up in Muskogee, Oklahoma, and went to OU in 1949. He 
led the 1951 and 1952 Sooners to 8-2-0 and 8-1-1 marks and post-season 
bowls as the Sooner quarterback. He joined the U.S. Army for two years 
before joining Earl Blaik at Army for the 1956 season as an assistant coach, 
He returned to Oklahoma in 1957 under his coach, Bud Wilkinson, to start 
the chain of events that in 1963 led to his appointment at Colorado as its 
youthful head coach. He was then only 31. 

His first two teams at CU were only 2-8 as he began to recruit his 
own players and pick up the pieces of the shattered program that had been 
beset by NCAA penalties for recruiting violations. Crowder’s next nine 
teams went 63-33-2, won three bow! games, and were ranked nationally 
nearly every year. 

He bowed out as Colorado’s second-winningest coach of all time. His 
67 wins ranked only behind Fred Folsom‘’s 77 career victories. 
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Fred Casotti—Associate Athletic Director 


Former SID Fred Casotti is CU's Associate 
Athletic Director, and assists Eddie Crowder in 
the overall management of CU's ever-expanding role 
in intercollegiate athletics in all areas. He was CU's 

rts publicity man for 15 yeors before moving up 
to his present post 

An extremely popular member of the CU athletic 
staff for many years, Casotti’s unique style of humor 
made him one of the nation’s top benquet circuit 
emcees and toastmastcrs as well as one of the 
country’s top publicity men 

He is a 1949 graduate of Colorado, with a 
degree in journclism. He worked os assistant sports 
editor of the Council Bluffs, lowa, Nonpareil for 
three years before joining the CU staff in October 1952. He's a native of 
Fraser, lowa, 

Active in the National Alpine ski program through the courtesy of CU, 
Casotti was a press aide at the 1960 Winter Olympics and manager of the 
1964 U.S. Alpine ski team 


Dan Stavely—Assistant Athletic Director 


Assistant Athletic Director Dan Stavely, a former 
long-time CU frosh football coach, handles all areas 
of academic counseling of Buff athletes and related 
areas. He coached Buff frosh teams until 1976

Ken Farris, Jr.—Assistant Athletic Director 

Ken Farris, Jr, was appointed Assistant Athletic 
Director in 1973 after having served three years as 
Athletic Business Manager. His chief responsibilities 
will still be in the business area. Farris, a 1968 
Oklahoma graduate who won Sooner letters in track, 
also served as CU's ticket manager (1969) before 
taking over the business offices. 

The Norman, Oklahoma, native worked with 
the Fleming Company in Linccln, Nebraska, as chief 
division accountant before coming to Colorado in 
1969 to enter the intercollegiate athletics field. 

The young CU administrator is also the son of 
Kenneth Farris, Sr., who is Associate Director at the 
University of Oklahoma, 
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Jon Burianek—Assistant Business Manager 

Jon Burianek is among the youngest athletic 
ticket managers in college athletics todav, The 32- 
year-old native of Pueblo, Colorado, is in his seventh 
season as ticket manager and assistant director of 
CU's athletic business office under Ken Farris. 

The 1970 CU graduate with a degree in chem- 
istry has responsibility in the area of ticket manage- 
ment for all Colorado athletic events, plus various 
other duties in parking and related business areas 
for Buff home games. He’ll handle about 400,000 
tickets for CU home sports contests this year alone. 

The Pueblo South High graduate has served in 
the CU athletic department for a total of eight years, 
at first as a student helper until moved into his present 
jeb. He’s married (Nancy). 


Mike Moran—Sports Information Director 


CU's official host for the news media and publicity 
director for athletics is Mike Moran, a 1966 graduate of 
Omoha University who joined the CU staff in 1968. 
Moran worked in television and radio from 1963-67 be- 
fore becoming the SID at Omaha and serving there until 
his appointment at Colorado in August of 1968. 

Moran‘s broadcast background includes stints as a 
TV sportscaster, radio sports announcer, photographer, 
and disc jockey. His sports publications have been honored 
in football and basketball by the NAIA and Football 
Writers of America on two occasions as the best in the 
nation, Moran played college basketball and baseball at 
South Dakota University and Omaha University as an un- 
dergraduate following graduation from Omaha's Westside 
High in 1960. 


Mike Bialas—Sports Information Assistant 


Mike Bialas assumed full-time duties as assistant 
in the CU Sports Information Office this year. The 
23-year old graduate of Northeast Louisiana Univer- 
sity (‘76) with a degree in Journalism was a CU 
graduate student in the same field. Bialos was a foot- 
ball tackle at NLU and won Academic All-America 
honors twice. He co-captained the Indians in 1975. 
Bialas is a native of Biloxi, Mississippi and attended 
Notre Dame High School in that city. He worked dur- 
ing college as a sportswriter on three papers and 
worked in the sports information office at South 
Carolina University in the fall of 1976 before enrolling 
at CU in Graduate School. He’s married (Carmen). 
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Bill Crowder—Assistant to the Director 


Bill Crowder, who joined the CU staff in 1970, 
took on new areas of duty last year as Assistant to 
the Athletic Director, Crowder (no relation to his boss) 
will be in charge of facilities, maintenance and repair, 
plus other new administrative duties. It will be his 
responsibility to see that all playing fields and other 
facilities in the massive CU sports program are main- 
tained and repaired. Crowder joined the CU staff in 
1970 after two years with the Physical Education De- 
partment.

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The University of Colorado supplies many players to the NFL after gradu- 
ation, and this year there is a total of 42 ex-Buffs starting the season on NFL 
rosters, CU ranks third in the nation among NCAA schools in number of grads

Only those papers with Sunday and/or daily editions are eligible for photo passes. 
“Cutline” writers, equipment carriers and other so-called ‘‘assistants’’ will not 
be allowed on the sidelines. Student publications shall be limited to one photo 

1 pass (and one pressbox pass). Only those photographers on assignment will be 

\ranted passes, which MUST BE DISPLAYED AT ALL TIMES ON THE SIDE- 
\ LINES. Photographers must remain outside the 35-yard lines on each side of 
‘olsom Field.

An informal luncheon will be served in the Colorado pressbox to all media be- 
ginning at 11:30 each home game Saturday. Meals will be served upon pre- 
sentation of working credentials,

PARKING 

Parking passes are limited. You must request parking with your credentials re- 
quest and you will be issued a special parking pass.

TV PHOTO PASSES 

Only those working television stations shooting films for use the night of the 
game, or involved in taping or filming of a coach’s show or other special as-
